FOURTH SESSION. 

Tuesday, Fob. 10, 1886. 

Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 

Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Peioival. 

Mr. Beaven <5»>!!ed attention to the fact 
that the government had given no expla- 
nation ui" tho cause of the change in the 
cabinet. Ho thought that such explanation 
■ was now iu order in accordance with the 
• usual constitutional custom. Personally 
] he could say that had the member who 
accepted the seat been ablo to do so with- 
out sacrifice of his political principles and 
with the consent of his friends, he would 
have welcomed him upon his appointment. 
But this had not been the case and hence 
he took the opportunity of asking for 
soma explanation of the course. 

Hon. Air. Smithe said it had not been 
t customary, in that house at any rate, for 
tuy explanation to be made when any 
•change in tho cabinet had taken place 
Last year it nad been done in reference to 
Mr, Drake's resignation of olhce because 
an unjustifiable alUck had been made 
. I upon his political character, and in answer 
- to false allegations it was slated that his 
retirement was due simply to private and 
personal considerations. When tho with- 
'drawal of tho late president of the council 
took place it bocame necessary to fill tho 
position to Borne extent, at any rate. Tho 
' only member available) in the city of Vic- 
toria was his honorable friend tho present 
minis or of finance. It was woll understood 
four years ago, when the government was 
formed, that thtr^ should be four membe s 
of the cabinet, and the member for Yale- 
had been a party to that understanding. 
If there had been any sacrifice of political 
principle and honor it had been, not on 
the part of his honorable fnend the ra nis- 
ter of finance, but upon that of another 
gentleman ho might mention, and who 
was at that moment in tho house (hear, 
hear, and an interruption by Mr. fcSetnlin 
who told the speaker he would be expect- 
ed to be furnished with an opportunity of 
rpplying ) The member for Yale had been 
a party to a fourth portfolio being estab- 
lished, and it was only because there had 
been one gentleman who was willing to 
give his services without pay that for a 
term the government had been able to get 
along without a fourth portfolio being 
, filed. When it was put upoitthe estimates 
the member for Yale (oMaSo-mliti) had 
had voted for it and alivtfjs when that 
gentleman afterwards commented upon 
what he wa.i pleased to term unnecessary 
cost to the country, it hud seemed to him 
(the speaker) to come in very bad taste 
from that hotiorabie gentleman. The 
position had been offered to Mr Duck 
who represented the city of Victoria, and 
who ou all the leading questions affecting 
the policy of tho government had been its 
lupporter and not in opposition to it; and 
who had ontered the house as an nido- 
pstdent member although the opposi- 
tion had been always anx oua to claim 
hjin as one of them, and he had felt that 
it would be no sacrifice of principle or 
honor or the part of that gentleman to 
accept the position which ho was now aj 
worthily filling. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Senilin denied he was a party to 
the fourth portfolio being filled. The 
government in the past had got along with 
three members for the cabinet and it was 
not thought necessary until the present 
government came into power to add to the 
number. The vote taken upon tho 
action relative to the lifting of the Port 
Simpson reserve would show that Hon. 
Mr. puck had been in opposition. He 
was now working iu harmony with the 
government, and lie (Mr. Semlin) would 
as|f who had since admitted themselvos in 
tho wrpng, Mr. Duck, or tho government] 
.As far as he was concerned he knew noth- 
ing about the fourth por, folio [a laugh] 
.and ha did not think ho could now ho re- 
garded as being more strictly in opposi- 
tion than Mr. Duck before ho accepted 
office. 

Til Hon. Mr. Itubson said: The remarks 
of the last speaker astonish rue for ho 
has always been as ardent an advocate of 
a fourth portfolio as any other membor. 
[Hear, hear]. Though, of course, it would 
pot become mo to expose all the consulta- 
tions of tho cabinet, I can say Bpoaking 
fjrom what I know of that honorable gen- 
tlemen I «'n moro t,ian astonished— 2 ;m 
auitounded that that honorable gentleman 
■hould dare to stand up before this house 



and attempt to pose as an opponont of a 
fourth portfolio. Is it not, to say the 
least, remarkable that he did not express 
these views at the proper place and at tho 
proper time instead of having actually 
voted as a member of the house 
and as a member of . the committee 
of supply ? It is astonishing that 
any memborB of this house aro so gullible 
as to be taken in by tho apparently disin- 
terested attitude which tho houoiublo id 
attempting to assume. I thiuk that thoro 
is a very concise explanation of the reason 
for his changed view, but out of pity for 
that houorablo gentleman I will not give 
that explanation, [>!>. Semlin— Give it by 
all means.] No, I will spare the honorable 
gentleman and refrain from giving the ex- 
planation, which is one that has presented 
itself to every member of the house and to 
the public at large. That reason would ex- 
plain the true inwardness of his position in 
regard to the appointment. My impression, 
judging from tho intelligence contained in 
tho votes east by tho present minister of 
timince when a private member of tho house, 
was that respect und honorto himself forbade 
him to remain in opposition in this house. 
(Hear, hear.) That hoaorable gentleman 
who has sat in the house and supported tho 
government ou the most important meas- 
ures did what another honorable gentleman 
ought to do to be consistent with his con- 
victions — to cross the tloor of the house, and 
be in vital accord with his political views. 
With regard to the Port Simpson steal what 
did tho honorable gentleman for Yale say 
in explanation for having supported tha 
resolution passed by tho house?— ho 
disclaimed most distinctly any intention of 
of casting any rejection upon the govern- 
ment, but that it was a departmental ir- 
rnunil-v-ity of which the house should 
mark iu disapproval. [blear, hear.] 
What did the Port Simpson "steal' 
amount to? It was simply that's subor- 
dinate had overlooked a Bimplo matter of 
routino in not having caused tho lifting 
of a reserve to bo gazetted, in the dis- 
charge of a duty which he generally ful- 
filled without waiting for special instruc- 
tions from the government. To assert 
that because of a comparative oversight 
or dereliction of duty ou tho part of that 
officer that a vote of want o> sonfidence 
should be passed, is absui-. If such 
were to be the case any government would 
be liable to stand or fall by any trilling 
blunder made by u subordinate officer. 
Tho proposition is manifestly so absurd 
that it is not necessary to dwell upon it. 
The reason of the non-record of tho lift- 
ing of tho reserve has been proved on 
oath, it being that Mr. Gore forgot when 
the reserve was lifted to insert the notice 
in the Gazette, and this could-ba prov.id 
a hundred timo over if tho honorable 
gentlemen are capricious enough to re 
quire it. The same evidence proved that 
while the leader of the opposition was in 
office a similar orror was committed. One 
was just as great a departmental orror as 
the other; the Bamo argument and the 
same objection lie against his oversight 
And what has come of the "great over- 
sight !" Has the couniry been ruined ! 
or were the friends of tho government let 
into a good thing and tho friends of the 
opposition left out of it? My houorablo 
friend, tho leader of the opposition, had 
a partner who purchased land ut Port 
Simpson — 

Mr. Ueaven here roie to say tho state- 
ment was not correct. The only piece of 
property which ho owned in connection 
with Win. Wiison was at Port Moody, a 
piece moreover, purchased before con- 
federation. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — When I said that I 
only said it iu the loose sense (laughter) 
not in a technical business sense. The 
theory that has been sot before the public 
that it was a political job perpetrated by 
the government for tho benefit of them- 
selves and their friends is utterly absurd. 
As I was saying Mr. Wilson among others 
applied for a portion of tho land at Port 
Simpson and was informed such applica- 
tion could not bo entertained until the 
reserve- upon it had been lifted. Tho 
only cause tor putting the reserve upon 
the land has been removed, and it was 
consequently lifted. It has always been 
the policy of the present government to 
unlock lands and further settlement in 
evsry way. [Hear, hear ] The govern- 
ment had not cared to know the indivi- 
duality of thoBe who had appliod for 
land — unlike perhaps in this case what 
would have been the ease with the opposi- 
tion, for if they had been in power they 
would have been anxious to ascertain tho 
political principles of tho applicants. It 
redounds to the honor of the premier that 
he betrayed no disposition to ascertain 
who or what theso applicants were. Im- 
partiality is stamped upon the whole pro- 
ceeding. The honorable gentleman (Mr. 
Semlin) has reminded the house that ever 
since he cast that vote he has been a 
pronounced opponent of tho government 
It would have occurred to me, had I been 
in his place, that it was a very paltry ex- 
cuse upon which to claim to have 
changed my political views, [Hear.] 
It merely shows how hard it is 
for tho opposition to raise as a 
point against the government, a dorelic- 
tiohcof duty on the part of a subordinate 
officer of the government. The enquiry 
developed not a disgraceful reflection on 
tho premier, but a bright mark lo his 
credit — a mark that speaks in guidon 
letters that he is an impar-iai administra- 
tor of the affiirs of the oountry. [Hear, 
hear.] The explanation of tho matter is 
as I have given — simply that and nothing 
moro. No members of this house can go 
before their constituents and pull tho 
wool before their oyo3 to the extent to 
make them believe that any member has 
gained any advantage for them in 
passing that resolution. [Hoar, hear ] 
A great doal Iras boon said about the gov- 
ernment giving a seat in tho cabinet to a 
red-hot member of tho opposition. Tho 
honorable gentleman (Hon. Mr. Duck) 
nover was a member of the opposition. 
He has boon elected as an independent 
member, und acted as such by recording 
his vote with the government and againBt 
thorn. But as the government demon- 
strated to him that their policy wa« in the 
interests of the country that gentleman 
could not consistently vote against them 
on the principal questions of the day. I 
would like to remind my houorable friend, 
the loader of tho opposition, of an 
•houorablo member who represented New 
Westminster, who was not only a mem- 
ber of the Beuvon government, but had 
previously signed a round robin to oust 
that government from office, — and 
that almost before tho ink was dry tho 



leader of tho oppos'tion addressed that 
gentlomen with "Please walk into my 
parlor," and obedient to the call the hon- 
orable gentlemen quietly and trontly 
walked iu [hear, hear ] How can ho re- 
concile this fact with tho truths which ho 
now professes to enunciate from that side 
of thu house i The honorable minister of 
finance only gravitated towards this sido 
of the house from his convictions, unlike 
tho honorable gentlemen (Mr. Semlin) 
who was takon suddenly and at once into 
the arms of my houorablo fried the leader 
of the opposition. Those things occasion 
ally happen everywhere [laughter], but 
tho case to which I have just alluded 
(Mr. Soinlin) was of an exceptionally 11 ig- 
rant character. Tho member for Yale 
was a strong supporter of tho fourth port- 
folio. I will not say that that gentleman's 
ardent support was because ho thought ho 
might, eventually fill it himself, and that 
when he found out his mistake ho sud- 
denly became -"a btrunuous opponeut of 
such needless expenditure of tho public 
money [hem] It is f.»r that honorable 
gentleman to reconcile these things with 
his conscience — if he has ono. [Cries of 
"oh "1 Ho is now standing up as 
an opponent of a fourth portfolio. 
Before the present government came 
into power three ministers were 
perfectly competent to do the work of the 
country, but now the business has more 
than doubled and according to logical de- 
d'!0!"ill it would require six mill s rito do 
the work | Ti e result s, even now, that 
four ministers have nearly double as much 
to do as had the throo during the late ad- 
ministration. The presjnt government 
can well justify themselves before the 
country and before tho houso for having 
taken a fourth member of the cabinet to 
aid in the work whoso amount is now 
too great for a lesser number. (Applause ) 
Mr. Grant was somewhat amused at tho 
ingenious way in which the lust speaker 
had intimated that honorable members 
were tho top-sawyers in the Port Simpson 
grab. 

Hon. Mr. Robson protested against tho 
honorable gentlemen assuming him to 
have osst an aspersion which ho (Mr. 
Rubson) had distinctly discliimed any in 
tontion of making. 

Mr. Grant said the effort of the govern- 
ment to place tho blaniu upon tho shoul- 
ders of a subordinate was a cowardly and 
unwprthy act. 

Mr. Smithe — 1 will refer the honorable 
gentleman to the report of the committee 
wherein it is shown that be us C. C. of L, 
& W. distinctly assumed all responsibility 
in tho matter. [Hear, hear.] 

Mr. Grant, continuing, said ho didn't 
look at the matter so much as u "steal" ns 
incompetency. About changing from one 
sido of tho house to the other, such was 
flone occasionally everywhere, and he was 
inclined to look at it as did 
the last speaker — from n very lenient stand- 
point. With regard to change of values, he 
mi(iht say that eighteen hundred years 
ago 

Mr. Dingwall— "Oh, that's too long ago." 

Mr. Grant sat down. • 

.Mr. Drake protested that no motion whs 
before the house; the speaker remarked that 
it was a question of privilege more upon 
the part of tho house than ou that of indi- 
viduals, at least, so soiuo members seemed to 
thiuk. 

Mr. T. Davie read from the committtee's 
report, which had been unanimous, show- 
ing that the course of the government was 
such as to call for no further enquiry, 
Nothing further bad developed and no com- 
plaints had been made in tho house when 
orowu grants were issued, and now two 
years afterwards tried to como and make a 
cry before the people, us to what a 
great steal there had been. Had it como 
that the opposition had descended so that 
they had to tall back upon a departmental 
overaightor blunder if they cfTosatocall it, 
upon which to attack tho government 1 
Surely this was carrying the principle of 
opposition to unworthy lengths and 
showed to what straits tho opposition were 
driven. As to blaming a subordinate 
who he would ask had blamed him / That 
gentlemen had given his evidence in a 
straightforward manner and tho admis- 
sion of tho error had, as related to that 
official, ended there. With regard to 
changing sides in the house the honorable 
gentleman (Mr. Beaven) would remember 
those memorable words, "Take my name 
of that list," spoken by a member who 
had signed a round robin and whom he 
(Mr. Beaven) had induced to again change 
his views, so much so that tho houorablo 
gentleman had made the requust to lake 
his name of that list. So far as the po- 
sition taken by tho Hon. Mr. Duck he 
supposed that Would be a matter for the 
public tu decide upon. He would, how- 
ever, say he could remember no very de- 
termined opposition to the government 
made by that honorable gentleman. He 
agreed with Mr. Drake that tho whole 
discussion was out of order, and if there 
was nothing else to talk about, they had 
bettor pack up their traps and close the 
house — pass tho estimates and say no moro 
about it . 

Mr. Galbraith, speaking of the accept- 
ance of appointment by Mr. Duck, ac- 
cused him of having been a pronounced 
oppositionist, and that tho provincial 
secretary's paper, tho British Columbian, 
had spoken of Mr, Duck as an opposition 
member. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— The British Co- 
lumbian is not my paper. [Laughter.] I 
wish, onco and for all, to imko the state- 
ment that it is not my paper and that I 
havo no moro interest in it than tho 
leader of the opposition. Before I entered 
tho government I disposed of all interest, 
in it, and more than that I have never 
since that time written an article for its 
columns 

Mr Galbraith — Well, it is a govern- 
ment organ anyhow. [Laughter.]

TUB VICTORIA BLUNDERBUSS 
AND TUB ARIZONA BOWIE- 
KNIFE— ARC ADES AMBO. 

A few days ago wo showed that the 
Times' blunderbuss is doing more execu- 
tion bohind than in front: — that, it is 
actually killing off ita own friends while it 
is pointed in the direction of their 
enemies. Could a worse policy have been 
inaugurated than the aystem of abuse and 
calumny which it has pursued towards 
public men who are opposed to the ruin- 
ous policy of the Blunderbuss' masters? 
Look at the results of its blackguardism ! 
A Bhort twelve-month ago the opposition 
counted ten able-bodied men on the floor 
of the house. To day the opposition has 
shrunk to six (sicks), and a very siokly 
looking lot they are. If abuse 
and dirt throwing would kill a 
government the Smithe ministry 
would have succumbed long ago 
under the assaults of the Times. 
But they have thriven upon it. Not 
alone are they stronger in the house, but 
they are stronger in the country than 
over before. In proof: What happened on 
last Wednesday night] One of the chief 
supporters of "the government addressed 
800 of his constituents and was thanked 
for his able and satisfactory address by 
the multitude. Not a single oppositionist 
put in an appearance — on the platform; 
but oh! howthey have since stormed and 
BWorn and lied through the columns of 
their evening organ. When the Times 
was started it was understood that thu 
opposition leaders wanted to kill off the 
Standard because it was not sufficiently 
"spicy" to suit their political palates. 
They wanted a paper which, like the mud- 
hen, would revel in filthy ooze, and, like 
the street Arab, would tling it. They 
got tho Times and such a hard Times. 
The very air ia shocked with its vilcneas. 
Within a week it has applied these epi- 
thets to tho government and its support- 
ers: 

"Rascals;" 
"Thieves ;" 
"Liars ;" 
''Beasts." 

Oh ! The depth ot argument that reposeB 
in those four words. So choice, so chaste, 
— a perfect bouquet of olegant and reiinod 
literature. This, thon, is the "decent" 
journalism which the Times projectors pro- 
mised in their inaugural. It was to bo a 
thoroughly independent, rospectablo, 
God-fearing paper — one which no man 
would bo aBhamod to take into his 
family circle. Personalities were 
to be eschewed; advertisements of bad 
houses were to be excluded; and both sidoH 
of every question were to have fair play. 
How have these professions been fulfilled? 
Has not every pledge been violated? and is 
not the Times uow excluded from many 
households where onco it migbtvhavc been 
a welcome visitor? What has become of its 
vaunted 5-cent bawling circulation? Atone 
time the paper was eagerly bought on the 
streets —a dozen can scarcely be worked off 
now at half rates with a ohromo thrown in. 
Wo know of no match for H"3 Times in in- 
decent journalism outside of Arizona. At 
Red Gulch in that territory there is 
printed a paper called the Bowie 
Knife. Hero is a specimen editorial 
which will remind the reader forcibly of 
an editorial in the Victoria Blunderbuss : 
"That cowardly cur, tho editor of the Rip 
snorter, can talk fight, but everyone 
knows what kind of a hairpin he is. Why, 
an ordinary glass of good budge can knock 
him out, and when ho tackles a dose of 
genuine Rocky Mountain tanglefoot he is 
laid out Btiff as u poker. He's the worst 
lop sided, cross-eyed . one eared son of a 
galoot in these diggings, and we warn him 
that he'd better carry hia shooting irons 
with him, for we're going to put some 
holes in hia carcass the Brat time that we 
see him. Our name ia Two-fingered 
Jake, and we are laying for him." 
"Blunderbuss" and "Bowie-knife," how 
alike in name and style. 

IS IT ANOTHER " PAINTIN' 'BR 

RED?" 

The moBt vulgar piece, unredeemed by 
• single spark of wit, ever placed on Vic- 
toria boards, was "Paiutin' 'er Red." To 
the credit of a portion of tho Victoria 
press it must be recorded that in spite of 
the faot that it wa3 favored with "a 4-inch 
ad," it did not fail to apeak of the piece 
in terms of severs reprobation. A re- 
markable circumstance connected with 
that horrid play was this: It came highly 
recommended by tho press "south'of the 
line." It was described as ovortiowing 
with fun, rippling with mirth and con- 
suming with laughter and, withal, so 
chaste that tho purest mind would be 
strengthened by witnessing its representa- 
tion. Well; it. came, was seen by a full 
houso and disguBted all who witnessed it. 
The title of the play was not inappro- 
priate, ainco it "painted" the cheeks of 
every decent person who saw it "rod" 
with shame. The Alice Harrison com- 
pany has been described by a Portland 
paper as of a kidney with the notorious 
"Paintin' 'er Red" crowd; and although 
there aro papers that speak approvingly of 
tho company, it must be remembered that 
those papors aro tho recipients of "2-inch 
ads," and that they aro like tho hired 
claqu.tr, paid for their approving similes. 
Prac'-ically, Victoria knows nothing of the 
company. Its merits and demerits can 
only be learned by experience. 

POOR VICTORIA. 

And now the Nanaimo Ho! has started on 
the warpath, tomahawk in hand too, after 
Victoria — Victoria the beautiful child of the 
sea. The Ho! is jealous of Victoria's politi- 
cal influence. It sees in its preponderance 
of representation a menace to the state. The 
politics of the province aro lopsided and it 
wants the political equilibrium. adjusted. 
Victoria with four members is a wart on the 
body politic. She should be curtailed, 
razed, pared — as corns aro pared — and re- 
duced to controllable proportion. Evident- 
ly our Nauaimo friend doe« not believe in 
representation hy population. Victoria 
with a population of 12,000 or H,000 
and a voting strength of about 
1,000, in hie opinion, should bo deprived 
of ono or two members; but not a word 
ia said of Nanaimo, with a population of 
3,000 or 4,000, sporting two members. 
As compared with Nauaimo, Victoria 
should have oight membors instead of 
four; and if wealth and commerce wore 
capable of being represented she should 
i havo aomo eight additional members. 
What the Ho I has to say about Victoria 
and Victoria's influenco is the supremest. 
nonsense; but poor infant, he is hardly 
old onough to know better. Victoria is 
a safe object to attack, for it can afford 
to laugh its ssauilaiita to scorn,

English Priac Fighl in Paris. 



FRANCE. 

London, Feb. 1(5. — A dispatch from 
Paris says that tho prize tight between 
Greenfield and Smith, for the English 
heavy weight championship and £'2,000, 
broke up in a row to-day. The men came 
together and fought over an hour with 
varying fortune, when roughs broke into 
tho ring and interrupted tho contest. Tho 
ruferee declarod the match a draw. Tho 
light was in favor of Smith. 

Later. — It is uow stated the stakes were 
but 41200 aside and not £1,000. The 
fight took place at Ohantilly, a suburban 
village on the river Nonotte, about 25 
miles N. E. of Paris. Tho excitement 
attending tho contest was very great, 
thero being at least £20,000 in wagers. 
Greenfield ia from . Birmingham, whilo 
Smith ia a London Irishman. Each com- 
batant had with him. it is stated, twenty 
bruisers hired at £13 each to protect his 
interests. Birmingham roughs broke 
down the ring and compelled a stoppage 
of tho fight, because Smith was evidently 
on tho point of winning. 

Paris, bob. Hi.— La Liberte in its re- 
port of prize light says that stakes wore 
awarded to Smith, who was carried off tho 
Held in triumph by hia supporters. 
Greenfield submitted in the 25th round, 
being then in a frightful condition. The 
light is described as an iguoblo und dis- 
gusting affair, and La Liberte hopes the 
authorities will prohibit such exhibitions 
in tho future. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. It! —The Daily News 
says: "Gladstone will have an interview 
with the QueeH to-morrow in relation to 
a meeting of parliament. We understand 
that ujJon tho arrival • i F two men-of-war, 
aent to reinforce the British Mediterran- 
ean tleot, forward operations will be taken 
with a view of disabling the Greek tleet. 
.In the present temper of the Greek nation 
there is little doubt that tho Greek ad- 
miral will forcibly resist the contemplated 
attack. 

The aocialiat loaders Hyndman, Burns, 
Champion and Williams will have a spe- 
cial hearing in Bow street polico court to- 
morrow. Hyndman and Burns will do- 
fend themselves; tho other two will have 
counsel. 

The Russian fleet is proceeding to Suda 
bay and Crete. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Feb. 10 —Mr. John Dillon 
presided at a meeting of thu Dublin 
branch of tho national league meeting 
held in thia city to-day. Among other 
things he said "we are now on tho eve of 
achieving national parliament for Ireland, 
which wa will only accept in its com- 
pleteBt form of home rule. When we 
have that then I and other Irish extrem- 
ists will join hands with English men." 
Mr. Farrell, Colorado, who was present, 
promised tho league a continuance of help 
from America provided Mr. Parnell's 
programme was adhered to. Three hun- 
dred and fifty-nine Presbyterian congre- 
gations in Ireland, numbering altogether 
1328,100 persons, havo adopted resolutions 
denouncing tho project of establishing 
home rule in that country. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Feb. 10.— News of 
Tai Duck's arrest at Yokohama has been 
received. Detective Oox will leave on 
the Belgic next Saturday to bring the 
murderer back. 

In the habeas corpus caso of Fie Loy, 
convicted of maintaining a laundry within 
certain prohibited limits in the city of 
Stockton, Judge Sawyer to day rendered 
a decision, discharging the primmer. Tho 
court said the 'ordinance does not regu- 
late, but extinguishes, and gives power to 
the municipal corporation to declare 
without ju8t cause any structure a 
nuisance, and would place every house at 
tho uncontrolled will of tho temporary 
local authorities. The decision concludes 
by stating that the ordinance is in con- 
flict with national constitution. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Milwaukee, Feb 16. — A special from 
Plymouth, Wis., says this city was startled 
thia morning by intelligence received by 
courier, and since confirmed, that .1 .is. 
Ehle, hia wife, father and throe children, 
and Mrs. Kinney perished by the burning 
of Ehlo's residence in the western part of 
the town of Greenbueh, in this county, 
at an early hour to day. As the hired 
man escaped, and as he is known to be a 
vicious character, it in thought that the 
tiro and loss of life are tho result of re- 
vengeful incendiarism. Tho remains of 
some members of tho family havo been 
taken from the ruins. 

St. Louis, Feb. 10. — Sister Euphnunia, 
of tho Order of St. Francis, committed 
suicide this morning by throwing herself 
from tho fourth story window of the 
dormitory of tho school of Holy Trinity, 
in this city. It is supposed bIic was 
suffering from dementia. She loft no 
word explaining her action. 

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Feb. 16. — The cabinet at 
its meeting to day considered the pro- 
priety of urging legislation to indemnify 
tho Chinese for Iobsos sustained by them 
in tho rocont outbreaks in tho west, par- 
ticularly in Wyoming and Washington 
torritorioa. Claims for damages caused 
by the anti Chinese riots at Rock Springs 
laat fall havo already beon filed with the 
secretary of state.

Tho government of that day wore 
smart statesmen (I) and of course scorned 
to descend to tho homely aphorism that it 
takes two to make a bargain, adopted a 
dictatorial and one-sided policy which 
simply meant a stagnation policy, and for 
len long years the province suffered and 
bled under that policy. No one throve 
but the politicians whom wo kept in 
power, who preached up the— in other 
respects — commendable virtue of patience 
to a peoplo worn out with waiting, 
•and who painfully realized the fact 
that hope deferred inakoth the 
heart sick. Driven at last to trust 
our political affairs in the hands of other 
men the present legislature and govern- 
ment were elected, and by simply recog- 
nizing the above aphorism the stagnation 
policy began to thaw. The congealed blood 
around our frozen hearts began to warm up 
aud circulate and made its appearance in 
the hopeful and smiling faces of all lovers 
of progress', and it is gratifying to add our 
hopes have been fully realized. It is grati- 
fying to add that when no capitalist or 
syndicate would accept "tho island and 
§750,000" to build our much longed-for 
island railroad, and wo were on the brink of 
despair, our enterprising neighbor, Mr. 
Dunsniuir, stepped to the front, and with 
tho assistance of others, undertook to build 
the road. The manner in which he has 
pushed the work shows the metal he is 
made of. May his last venture bo as suc- 
cessful as some of his other ventures. Now 
Mr. Gallery, you might havo saved a great 
deal of your sneers and iuuueudos. For- 
tunately Truth needs none of them in atut- 
ing her case. But you are doubtless young 
and I hope a graybeurd's advice will not bo 
altogether thrown away oa you. Mr. Duus- 
muir has injured no ono. He is giving 
settlers both tho road und the land at one 
dollar an acre. Who can blame either the 
government or him in thnt transaction '.'

THE COWICKAN iUUKDElt. 



Fiu'tlicr Particulars oftlic Hor- 
rid Crime. 

Mr. Itoycroft and constable Kier start- 
ed yesterday morning on tlio 'rack of the 
murderers of Dring unci Miller. A cor- 
respondent writing on Monday says: 

1 only returned about 7 this evening 
from a place about 5 miles beyond Maple 
Bay, where I bad been to attend a post- 
mortem and give medical evidence on a 
coroner's inquest. A frightful and moat 
diabolical d nible murder had been com- 
mitted in a small farm Imuso not far fr. in 
the bench, on the way up to Chemainus 
from Maple Bay. 

James Miller lives alono at his farm 
bonne, ivherc the murder \va3 committed. 
His friend, YY*. t(. Dring, who lived a 
short distance beyond, hud been to Maple 
Bay on Saturday for his mail, and return- 
ing called in at his friend Miller's house. 
Both were found on the Sunday (yester- 
day) dead, shot and with their throats 
cut. Miller had been shut twice, once 
with a bullet through the cho.'.t, and a 
charge of swan shot in his rii;ht side; 
cither shot would have killed him; his 
throat also cut. \V. H. Dring, bullet | 
through the head, from above the left ear J 
through the eye. and his throat cut down 
to the spine Both men were sitting at a 
table at supper when the shooting was 
dono. Dring died so immediately I hat he 
bad not fallen from his chair, but was 
sitting up cold and stiff when found. 
Miller had quietly slid down to the floor 
and died there. There was no sign of a 
Btruggle or any disarrangement of the 
place. Miller must have been shot from 
above— Dring from behind and above, as 
the direction of the bullet in both cases 
was downwards. Miller was supposed to 
have a lot of money in the house. $100 
was found under his bed. He had Intely 
sold a lot of cattle. Dring was well off, 
too, although both lived a solitary sordid 
life. A now 8-day clock is missing, and 
nome^rovisions, but that is all. Are the 
murderers Indians or white men I for that 
both men were murdered is certain, and 
there must have been two n» more in it, 
and both men must have been shut at the 
same instant, and their throats cut imme- 
diately afterwards. It has created, as 
you may imagine, a great sensation in this 
place. The inquest stands adjourned till 
Tuesday.

The winter has boon very 
mild and favorable to the largo amount of 
prospecting which has been done. Re- 
ports from outside creeks have been vory 
encouraging, though little work has been 
carried on, so too much confidence must 
not be placed in thorn. 

THE TUXABIKBN KIVEK 
seems likely to be the principal mining 
ground during t ho coming season. The 
Chinese last yaar took out a large amount 
of gold; but the whites got in too late to 
allow of working their claims. However, 
thoy were well prospected and with very 
satisfactory results. There can be no 
doubt about the richness of the ground 
on both Granite creek and the Tulatueen, 
as the fact is already Bhown in tho re- 
turns. Considerable building is in pro- 
gress nt Granite City of a substantial na- 
ture on the two streets of the new town. 
Whip sawing is largely being done to 
secure lumber. Other parties are putting 
up ice for summer use. 

TIIK TULA SI KEN BRIDUB, 

at the mouth of Granite creek, was nearly 
completed when Mr. Nicholson left. This 
will bo a great accommodation for miners 
and packers, and the government have 
been very much praised for promptly 
answering tho request of the inhabitants 
of the now mining c imp. The Tulaineen 
is a wicked stream and liable to bad 
freshets; the bridge on this account wua a 
necessity. 

It is a matter of congratulation that 
the sleigh-road to the mines from Nicola 
was not constructed and tho money 
wasted, as Otter lake, which would form 
part of the* route, does not freeze sulli- 
ci entry to admit of horses crossing on the 
ice. Without it, the sleigh road would 
have been useless.

THE CARIBOO ROAD. 

Above Clinton and through the Lac la 
Placho valley the mild weather of tho past 
couple of weeks has melted nearly all the 
snow. At Clinton there is no snow, and 
the winter has been tho mildest ever ex- 
perienced, Sleighs havo not as yet been 
in use. The four-horse stages run twice 
a week from Clinton to Ashcroft. Stock 
through tho Bonaparte and Cache creek 
valleys are in splendid condition, the open 
weather allowing them to prueuru plenty 
of feed. Affairs at Clinton at the present 
time are very quiet. Thu yield of gold 
for that district for the past year will fall 
short of the previous by several thou- 
sands. 

DESTUUUTTON OF THE NICOLA BRIDGE. 
The chief commissioner of hinds and 
works on Monday received a telegram 
that the bridge across the Nicola river 
above Cook's ferry had been carried away. 
Yesterday Mr. A. Stevenson, tho road 
superintendent, arrived down for the pur- 
pose of arranging for the reconstruction 
of the structure. The chief portion of it 
was carried away by an too jam forming 
and the rain causing a freshot tho rush of 
ice and water carried the bridge away. 
THE ASHCROFT BKIDUK. 

The San Francisco Bridge Co. havo 
completed the bridge at Ashcroft, con- 
necting tho town with the Cache creek 
road. Interior merchants who crossed 
I over the bridge several days ago pro- 
I nounce it a first-class piece if work.

Hon. Mr. Davie said tho statement 
that Mr. Duck nad not voted for tho gov- 
ernment until Mr. Drako had left tho 
cabinet was wrong, bucausu he had voted 
for tho government at the passage of the 
settlement bill, Upon the main question 
the honorable present minister of finance 
had in 1834 voted with the government 
on tho second roading of the public school 
bill, also against the amondment to post- 
pone the consideration of tho settlement 
bill, and with regard to a motion to en- 
quire into the accuracy of a roport, con- 
cerning the expenditure of certain moneys 
in connection with the dry dock. As for 
turncoats, I e « ou'd i.s't : Did not the loader 
of the opposition vote with the McCreight 
government in 1872 andihen almost tho 
very next day turn round and assist to de- 
feat that government / 

Mr. Beaven said, in explanation, that 
he joined with the DeCosmos government 
witn tho knowledge and consent of iho 
former three ministers. A very different 
case to the case of tho Hon. Mr. Duck. 
[Mr. Duck— Oh no.j 

Hon. Mr, Davie said he had been un- 
aware of tho particular reason for tho con- 
duct, of the last speaker on that occasion. 
He simply based his statement upon the 
journals of the house which would confirm 
his remarks. 

Hon. Mr. Duck said that ho had learn- 
ed to place tho proper value upon tho 
political honesty of the leader of the 
opposition, and he cared very little about 
it. Before accepting the position, ho had 
consulted his principal friends and sup- 
porters, who without exception had nrged 
him to accept, and not only that but the 
gentlemen who signed his nomination 
papers at the first election had dono so at 
the second. [Hear, hoar j He admitted 
that at tho last general election ho was 
favorable to the Beaven government, but 
when the settlement bill came up that 
gentleman had voted against tho bill, and 
in doing so he (the speaker) maintained 
that the loader of the opposition had 
shown himself one of the biggost enemies 
the country ever had. Ho had voted for 
the bill and from that moment renounced 
his allogiance — if he had over shown 
any — to the opposition. Mr. Galbraith 
had spoken of his (the speaker) having 
attended opposition caucuses, but had 
failed to stale tho conditions upon which 
he had been present. As to the member 
for Yale (Mr. Seniliu) he would say that he 
himself, after he had accepted a seat in the 
cabinet, had been before tho electors, but 
the former had deliberately — unauthorized 
by bis constituents — walked body and 
boots, so to speak, over to tho opposition. 

Mr. Semlin rose to assert that he had 
boon clooied strictly as an independent 
candidate. 

Mr. MoLeeso referred to the appoint 
meut of a fourth member of tho ministry 
and the Port Simpson atl'air. The question, 
he said, is one that has been discussed so 
much that it is not necessary for mo to say 
a great deal on it. [Hoar, hear.] There- 
fore I will sit down. 

Hon. Mr. Suiithe moved that the house 
at its rising stand adjourned until two 
o'clock to-morrow. 

Mr. Hel^esen was referring to the fact 
that the government had not explained why 
the fourth portfolio was created, when the 
speaker ruled him out of order. 

After considerable discussion ou the 
nomt, Mr, Speaker suid it wua not an 
attempt to muzzle debate, but simply amo- 
tion that the house at its rising stands 
adjourned until two o'clock to-morrow — it 
was not a motion to adjourn, and members 
should confine themselves to the question. 

Mr. HelgcRcn essayed several times to 
speak, but was culled to order, and finally 
said he would .abide by the decision of the 
speaker, and speak at another time. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe's motion was carried. 
Mr. Martin moved that the house adjourn. 
Amid calls for ' 'question," 
Mr. Helgeseu referred to tho fact of Mr. 
Duck going from the opposition into the 
government. He also referred to tho Port 
Simpsou affair, and condemned it as an act 
unworthy of a government. 

Mr, Ounsniuir said that the opposition 
had aired themselves pretty well to-day. 
When he (Mr. D.) came to this house ho 
understood that Hon. Mr. Duck was a sup- 
porter of Mr. Beaven, but ho found that 
Mr. Duck always voted with tho govern- 
ment. Ite then understood that Mr. Duck 
was an independent member and had a 
mind of his own, and not confined to nar- 
row ideas like gentlemen opposite. [Laugh- 
tor. ] Then how could they claim him as a 
former opposition member? Mr. Seniliu 
should be tho last man to rise in his seat 
and make remarks on the matter, 
for ho had voted with the gov- 
ernment. He would not say this 
was intentional on Mr. Semlin's part-i— it 
must be bad memqry. Talk about tiirn- 
cuatB — he was not surprised at Mr. Duck 
leaving thu shades of the opposition. 
Why had the government added a fourth 
portfolio / The country was advancing in 
prosperity and importance, and it was 
necessary that a fourth minister be ap- 
pointed. He hoped that the country 
would prosper so that a fifth minister 
would bo necessary. With regard to 
what was said about thu Fort Simpson 
steal, he thought it was all nonsense — all 
clap-trap. He waa one of those who was 
interested in the acquirement of that 
land, and there was no steal as far as he 
was concerned — no steamer hired to get 
there first. Mr. Semlin could havo his 
iutoresi in it fnv fifty cents on tho dollar. 
Yes, twenty live cents — and if he was 
pressed much he would give it for nothing. 
[Laughter ] 

Mr. Orr — You promised it to mo Ions; 
ago. 

Mr. Dunsmuir, continuing, referrpd to 
the wisa policy of the govoriunent and 
the general good results that had ac- 
crued. 

Mr. Galbraith also spoke on tho matter. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he was Borry 
that discussion should have' wandered bo 
far from the question of privilege, and it 
was a disgrace that the proceedings of the 
day should have been as they are. The 
appointment of the honorable miniator of 
linunce was not a question of privilege — 
it was not a breach of privilogo to any 
member of this house. Had the question 
been put on the notice paper he would 
have answered it, only there it would 
havo ended. Honorable members of the 
opposition had taken advantage of tho 
leniency of the house and disgraced them- 
selves by attacking the policy of the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Beaven said the provincial seoro- 
tary and the lender of the government 
had attacked members of the opposition 
and the former had inado one of the most 
bitter speeches ever heard in this house. 
He had insinuated that he (Mr. B.) had 
been interested in tho Fort Simpson 
steal. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — I never insinuated 
anything of the kind. If the honorable 
gentleman had not interrupted me I 
would would have explained everything so 
that he would never have rison. His ac- 
tion in rising to his feet and reiterating 
what he (Mr. llobson) had denied again 
and again waa uontoniptible. 



Mr. Beaven — The wav that tho honor- 
able provincial secretary insinuates 
charges against members of the opposition 
is contemptible; he never came right out. 

Mr. Speaker said he would havo to ask 
the honorable provincial secretary to 
withdraw the word contemptible. 

Hon. Mr. Robson hud great pleasure in 
doing so; but outside the house thu word 
would bo most suitable. 

Mr. Beaven — Well I will withdraw in 
the same way. Continuing, Mr. Beaven 
said that the members of the government 
wore sworn to secrecy; but they had di- 
vulgod the fact of the withdrawal of the 
reserve at Fort Simpson. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— It is false. 
Mr. Beaven referred to tho journals and 
read evidence whore Mr. Gore stated he 
"thought" tho government would raise 
the reserve that day. The houorablo 
minister of finance had voted against the 
first settlement bill and with the second, 
and then gave over to the govoriunent, 
and he had taken the only proper course 
to get rn explanation from tho govern- 
ment as to their reasons for that appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Semlin said he would like to place 
himself right, in regard to the statements 
of tho honorable gentleman opposite. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the expenditures 
tho honorable gentleman now opposed ho 
had voted for when on the government 
side. 

Mr. Semlin said the sum voted ho had 
thought would never bo called on. It had 
boon-said that the work now had doubled, 
(Mr. Smithe — It has.) and that the 
revenue lud doubled. There was no 
necessity for the adding of a fourth mem- 
ber to the cabinet when the three previ- 
ous members did not know how to put in 
their time.

Ten Thousand Pounds 
volved. 
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Tlie Culprit in Filmland When 
Ills Crimes Were I»is- 
covcrcd. 



Halifax, N. S, Feb. 7. — The pas- 
sengers by tho steamer Newfoundland, 
from St. John's, bring news of a genuine 
sensation prevailing there over the dis- 
covery of forgery by a prominent dry 
goods merchant named Gibbs. He was a 
young Scotchman, went to St. John's ten 
years ago, and marriod tho daughter of a 
prominent citizen named Gear. Early in 
January he went home to England, as 
was usual, to make purchases. Since his 
departure notes of his, discounted by the 
Union and Commercial banks of New- 
foundland to the extent of ten thousand 
pounds, have been found to be forgeries. 
The parties whose names wero forged to 
the notes and endorsements were those of 
his father in-law, Mr Gear, Marshall & 
Co. , Stoar it Sons and the well-known 
firm of Ayre & Sons. His account was 
also overdrawn at tho bank. The for- 
geries wore discovered by accident. One 
of tho bogus notes was to come due dur- 
ing his absence, and he made arrange- 
ments for getting ait extended by his 
business partner or clerk. When the note 
was presented at his office his father-in- 
law happened to be present and the note 
was accidentally passed to him, when his 
eyes wero opened to the situation. He 
immediately wont to the banks and a 
thorough investigation followed, when the 
full extent of tho crime came to light, It 
appears Gibbs has been forging names to 
notes fur over a year, and carried it on as 
a regular business.

AGITATED RAILWAY MIEN. 

The Fear the Canadian Pacific 
Inspires. 

How the Southern Pacific Pro- 
poses to Meet its New 
Competitor. 



(Chicago Tribune, Jan. 20.) 

Such serious complications havo lately 
arisen regarding the transcontinental 
business between Atlantic seaboard points 
and Pacific coast points that ail hopes of 
effeetirg a reorganization of the Trans- 
continental Association in New York 
February 8th are being abandonod. It 
is stated upon good authority that the 
Canadian Pacific, which is about com- 
pleted through to the Pacific constat 
Port Moody, has docided to compot-j toff 
the California business from OBStern sea- 
board points. It ha3 inforrnod the South- 
ern Pacific Company that it will join the 
Transcontinental Association on condition 
that it is nwardod fifty per cont. of all 
the Pacific coast business. This exorbitant 
demand has spread dismay in the ranks 
of the other transcontinental roads, and 
especially the Southern Pacific, which for 
some time past has been taking the bulk 
of the business by its Now Orloans routu 
(Sunset Lino.) The Southern Pacific per- 
ceives that the Canadian Pacific is in a 
position to compete for tho business in an 
effectual manner. The Canadian Pacilic 
claims that thu distance by its line to San 
Francisco is no greater than by the South- 
ern Pacific Sunset route. Tho lattor'a 
water route from New York to Now 
Orleans, it claims, is more than twice as 
great as the Canadian Pacific's water 
route from Port Moody to San Francisco. 
The general officers of the Southern Pa- 
cific, aB soon as they learned of the inten- 
tions of tho Canadian Pacific, left for the 
east to consult with President Stanford 
and Vice-President Huntington in regard 
to tho matter. It is learned that it is the 
intention of the Southern Pacific to meet 
the new competition by the Canadian 
Pacific by changing its Sunset route. In- 
stead of taking business by steamers frum 
New York to New Orloans or Galveston, 
it is to be taken by steamers to Newport 
NewB, Va. , where connection is made 
with the Chesapeko & Ohio (which ia con- 
trolled by Mr. Huntington ) This road 
has a through line from Newport News to 
Baton Rougo, La , except a link of less 
than 100 miles between Lexington and 
Louisville. At Baton Rouge it connects 
with tho Southern Pacific road. It has 
an arrangement for using the Louisville 
& Nashville link, but contemplates build- 
ing a short cut from Lexington to a con- 
nection with its Southern lino, liy this 
means it saves quito a distance by avoid- 
ing Louisville and by connecting at Baton 
Rouge instead of New Orleans, it also 
savr53 a distance of over 150 miles. By 
opening this route the Southern Pacific 
will not, only be able to shorten its preseut 
line to Pacific coast points over 200 miles, 
but it will also shorten its water rjute 
from three to four days to twenty-four 
hours, and this, it thinks, will place it in 
a position to defy, not only the Canadian 
Pacific, but every other transcontinental 
route. The Northern Pacific will also be 
ueriously affected by the Canadian Pacific 
competition. By tho breaking up of tho 
Transcontinental Association it will Iobo 
tho subsidy it now receives for staying out 
of the Californian traffic, and it will 
hardly be able to compete against the 
Southern Pacific and Canadian Pacific fur 
Californian business, as the former road 
has its own line through from New York 
and the latter from Montreal, while the 
Northern Pacific has to divide rates with 
a number of lines between St. Paul and 
New York. Besides this, the Canadian 
Pacific will prove a powerful competitor 
of the Northern Pacific for Oregon and 
Washington Territory business.

London, Feb. 9, —Capt. Chrysler, 
who has sailed on rivers and lakea over 
forty yeare, and a few years back had 
been inspector nf weights and mea- 
sures, died Saturday, aged 75. He was 
a lifelong Conservative. 

On Saturday forenoon the Meadow 
Lilly Mill, owned by D. Plewis, of 
Londown township, was destroyed by 
fire. It was a roller process mill, worth 
§30,000, and only insured for .$7,000. 

Capt. S. F. Peters, of the 7th Bat- 
talion, has been advised by New York 
physicians to have his rheumatic arm 
amputated, as nothing can be done for 
it. Captain Peters contracted the dis- 
ease while serving in the Northwest 
campaign. 

Emma, the 11 year old daughter of 
Peter Ford, died of lockjaw^o-day. She 
sustained a cut on her face a few days 
ago with this result. 

Heron Si Jackson, dry goods, have 
assigned; assets and liabilities not yet 
known. 

Montreal, Feb. 9. — Jospph Doutre 
was buried Saturday quietly in the 
Protestant cemetery, followed to tho 
grave by prominent Liberals, Free 
Thinkers and tho immediate relatives. 
There were no religious ceremonies, 
neither priest nor pastor being present. 

MonsiegtieurjFabre, at[the Church of 
Notre Dame, yesterday, denounced 
winter pastimes. Referring to M. 
Doutre's funeral, he said: "An il- 
lustrious citizen, whose conversion we 
had hoped for until the end, passed 
away without granting -the church this 
supreme consolation. Over one thou- 
sand Roman Catholics accompanied the 
remains to the cemetery. This fact is a 
cause of sorrow for us and a great, 
scandal for voir all. It is an evidence 
of weakness which ought to be regret- 
ted by the participants until their 
deaths. „ 

Tho Adams Tobacco Company has 
gone into liquidatian. Liabilities $175,- 
000, the greater portion of which is 
due the Merchants' Bank of Canada. 

The Quebec branch of the Dominion 
Temperance alliance convened here this, 
morning. A vote of censure was pass- 
ed on the senate for their action in 
connection with the Scott Act amend- 
ments. A deputation was appointed to 
wait on the city council and provincial 
government to Lave the license laws 
amended so as close saloons from seven 
o'clock Saturday night till G o'clock 
Monday morning; also to have the li- 
cense law enforced as the Sabbath is 
being grossly desecrated by liquor sell- 
ing. 

A firo in J. B. Mantha & Co. 'a saw 
mill to-night did a thousand dollars 



damage; partially insured. The pre- 
sence of the w):o!e brigade alone pre- 
vented a great conflagration. 

A demand of the judicial abandon- 
ment of his property has been served 
upon Aid.

Precious Metals Within the 
Hallway Hell. 

The correspondence that l as boon pro- 
ceeding for some time between tho Do- 
minion and provincial governments in 
reference to tjie ownership of the precious 
ores within tho mainland railway belt was 
Biibmitted'yesterday , Thu following are 
tho points to be decided in the exchequer 
court of Canada: 

Tho attorney-general of Canada alleges 
and the attorney general of British 
Columbia denies — 

1. That the precious metals in, upon 
and under the public lands mentioned in 
sec. 2 of tho Act of the Legislature of 
British Columbia, 47 Vic, chap. 11, in- 
tituled "An Act relating to the Island 
railway, the graving dock and railway 
lands of the province," are vested in the 
crown as represented by tho government 
of Canada, and not as represented by tho 
government of British Columbia. 

2. That tho mining regulations to 
govern the disposal of mineral lands other 
than coal lands sanctioned by (Dominion) 
order in conncil of the seventh day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-four, apply to the precious metals 
in, upon and under such public lands. 

Controversies having arisen in respect 
of the premises they are submitted for 
[ha decision of the said court pursuant to 
tho provisions of "Tho Supreme and Ex- 
chequer Court Act," at.d the Act of tho 
Legislature of British Columbia, 40 Vic , 
chap. 2, intituled "An Act to amend the 
Act respecting the Supreme Court of 
Canada and the Exchequer Court of 
Canada "
